SUBJFCT : Statu* Report on the Purcell Panel 


l. A meeting ww held with Drs. Purcell* Land, McMillan 
and myself on 30 April to outline further plans for the Panel on 
Reconnaissance Activities. In view of the shortage of the time that 
the Panel will have to operate. It was agreed that for the present 
exercise attention would he limited to photographic aspects and 
SIGIKT programs should not be considered. Furthermore, the 
major effort would he placed on photographic satellite programs 
although the aircraft and drone programs would be considered 
insofar as they might compete with, or affect, future satellite 
efforts. There was a preliminary discussion of the people who 
might he asked to serve on the Panel in addition to Dr. Purcell and 
Dr. -Land, and Dr. Purcell indicated he would like to think about 
various individuals for a few days and discuss these during a 
later visit to Washington. 

i. It was agreed to select the 4th and 5th of June as the 
days on which to hold the Panel meetings which would involve 
briefings and discussions. An. additional meeting might he held the 
following week to prepare and complete a report of the Panel. 

Some additional follow-up actions might possibly he required at 
later times, but Dr. Purcell would then be on the W eet Coast.
